New Power Contract 
Criticized by Councillor

I Wish to direct this letler to all 
residents of the Town of Didsbury 
and trust you will be able to in- 
clude it in this week's paper.

new Calgary Power Contract being

Six weeks ago the Council voted 
on the request by Calgary Power

the first 20 K.W.Hrs. your rat 
would be le and trom there to 00 
K.W.Hlrs, you will pay at the rate 
of lise.

heater) your rate drops back to 1 
per K.W.H., otherwise you continu 
to pay at the 1l've rate, This means 
a maximum increase of $1.90) per 
month or $3.80 every time you re 
ceive your bill from Calgary Power, 
i If you use less than the 400 K.W, 
' Hrs. your bill will inerease a portion 
thereof, The Council turned this 
request down by a decided majority 
and the Company was so informed 

Calgary Power then sent two rep 
resentatives to the next meeting to 
try and change our views=-in wiiieh 
they were not too successful, They 
then sent a letter showing the 
rates paid by numerous cities in 
the U.S, and Canada, The average 
of these rates showed the proposed 


new rate to be considerably higher 
in every instance. 

The Council then brought the 
question up for discussion again 
last night and suddenly beeams 
afraid the rate for Commercial users 
would be brought up to the limit 


of the contract (as signed in 19s 
I tried to get the Town to approach 
Calgary Power and find out whit 
they would charge on the commet 


cial rate—but no, we might offend 
the Power Company. The net result 
is that the new contract rate was 
ushed over to the domestic Users 
without further consideration and 
the first reading was passed wit 
one dissenting vote,

Temporary Grain Storage 

With Sorage at a premium this 
fall every effort will have to be 
made to protect threshed grain 
from the weather, ‘;emporary stor- 
age may be constructed by using | 
snow fence or woven wire, This | 
should be lined with some strong, 
tough material that will contain the | 
grain, “Fifrbreen”, paper or any | 
good barrier paper is quite satisfac- 
tory. Where woven Wire is used, the 
interior Will need to be lined with 
canvas, jute bags, straw, or sheaves 
A 50-foot length of fencing will | 
make a bin about 16 feet in dia- | 
meter, Grain should be delivered to 
the centre of this storage area so 
that the pile rises evenly along the | 
Walls. Care should be taken to see | 
that the paper is snug against the 
fencing as the grain fills the stor. ; 
age space, It should also be kept 
in mind when lining this storage | 
bin with paper that it should not be 
;one continuous length but should 
; be cut in about 10 foot lengths and 
loverlapped sufficiently to allow for 
| expansion, 
Kill Perennial Weed Patches Now 

In some areas where Toad Flax, | 
Leafy Spurge, or Hoary Cress have 
recently taken root, a little care and 
attention now on these patches will 
result in erradication and the sav- 
ing of a great deal of money, time 
and effort later, These patches show 
up well at this time of the year, 
and can usually be seen when the} 
crop is being cut, Erradicate these | 
patches without delay, Cut around 
them to avoid scattering any weed 
seeds that may have ripened, and 
apply sodium chlorate at a rate of | 
three or four pounds per 100 square | 
feet, The chlorate should be applied | 
at least three to four feet beyond | 
the outer edges of the patch, The 
chemical applied even at this time 
of the year will prove very satis. 
factory in killing out the root sys- 
tem,
